Having bad considerable experience 


in turtle catching, I know a swimmer 
can frequently approach a sleeping tur- 
tle from behind and leap on ita back 
boforo it awakes. The ciuaturo's firtt 
impulse is to divo, but if its rider 
knows his business he can instantly 
bring it to a standstill by forcing his 
fingers into its homy eyes, when it nt 
once floats motionless on the surface. 
Tn the caso of a midshipman whom I 
know of ho got on a turtle's back and 
enjoyed a ten minutes' ride, sometimes 
on the surface of tho water, somctiinas 
under, before he brought the animal to 
a standstill. 


Three things tire certain—first, the 


ability of n man to get on a sleeping 
turtle's back; second, by sitting far 
back on its Ehell to keep it near tha 
surface; third, to instantly stop its ca- 
teer by reducing it to blindness. Hav- 
ing regard to the brevity and simplicity 
of Rougemont's account, I can quite 
well believe that lonely man on hia 
coral sand bank, with all bis instincts 
pieterjaturally sharpened, did actually 
ride and guide the turtle as he has 
btated.—Admiral Moresby iu London 
Chronicle.

rather high prices for tbe empty boxes 
bearing tbe name of the firm. Similar 
indifference is shown by a well knowa 
English pickle factory, which allows

SKNATOB STEWART'S U1SNIAL.. 


A. few days ago the JOURNAL pub- 


liabed a statement to tbe effect that it 
bad reason to believe that Senator 
Stewart bad nut furnished Mr. Wren 
tbe documents 
which that gentle- 


man used against bis opponent, Mr. 
Newlande, during the last campaign 
It was indited by a writer for the 
JOURNAL, who considered it^only fair to 
Senator Stewart to publish each de- 
nial, aa the interview between the editor 
of the Silver State and Mr. Newlande 
bad appeared in these columns and tbe 
writer presuming that, Mr. Newlande 
was mistaken in making tbe charge, as- 
sumed the responsibility, the proprie- 
tors of the JOURNAL knowing nothing 
about the article until it was published 
ia these columns. That the writer was 
"too previous " in bis conclusion, the 
following, for which the JOURNAL ia re- 
sponsible, will 
moat 
conclusively 


prove: 


On July 28,1898, the following para- 


graph appeared in this paper: 


"Francis G. Newlands, the gallaut 


leader of the American forces that 
aaptured Hawaii for the United States 
by a peaceable contest with the oppo- 
sition in the Doited States Congress, 
arrived yesterday morning at his home 
in fieno, looking as though he is ready 
and willing to enter a contest m Ne- 
vada that may place him in a position 
to do more and better work for his 
country than hitherto he bas bad op- 
portunity to do." 


Tbe paragraph was written by tbe 


junior, now senior, proprietor of tbe 
JOURNAL. A couple of days afterwards, 
Mr. Stewart and bis secretary, Mr. 
Kapplar, called at the JOURNAL office. 
Tbe Senator was greatly excited and 
among other things said: "I have 
come back to be re-elected; I am going 
to be re-elected, and by 
1 can't be 


beaten." 


Daring bis tirade the Senator acted 


like a .wild man, flourishing bis arms 
like a windmill, and giving a very fair 
imitation of an Indian war dance on 
the office floor. Presuming that tbe 
Senator's anger was caused by the par- 
agraph above quoted about Mr. New- 
landi, (although no mention had been 
made of it) the Junior quietly re 
marked: 
"Why, Senator, yon don't 


suppose that I am against you, I hope." 
After that, tbe old gentleman became 
more amiable, and his conversation 
and manner assumed a more peaceful 
tone. Qeneral matters were dismissed 
until Mr. Newland's name was acci 
dentally mentioned, when 
Stewart 


again became excited and exclaimed: 


"I 
have 
brought that 
fellow's 


record with me from Washington, and 
I intend to show him up iu the cam- 
paign." Then turning to Mr. Kapplar 
' he said : "You have it, faavn't you?" 


Mr. Kapplar answered in the affirma- 
tive and the subject w&a dropped. 


Oa the next day the following ap- 


peared in tbe JOURNAL : . 


"Senator and Mrs. Stewurt arrived 


in Reno yesterday morning on their 
way to their home in Carson. The 
Senator called at the JOURNAL office 
and made himself interesting by de- 
tailing matters that will be given out 
to the people for their information 
during the coming campaign. 
He 


claims that be should be and will 
be returned to the United States 
Senate, to 
continuo his work on 


financial questions that are becoming 
more pronounced against tbe masses 
and their interests continually. Tbe 
Senator looks as a British grena- 
dier said of Napoleon when he entered 
St. Helena—like he had half a dozen 
good campaigns in him yet." 


This, as the other, was written by 


the JOURNAL'S Junior, the Senior being 
in Carson. It was written under the 
supposition that the "interesting mat- 
ter for the information of the people " 
referred to the record of Mr. Newlands 
which be bad brought from Washing- 
ton. 


These ore the facts, and we leave it 


to our readers to judge whether Seaa- 
tor Stewart tells the troth when be die- 
claims any connection with the docu- 
ments used by Mr. Wren. Perhaps one 
of them was procured by some other 
person, and probably Stswart did not 
band "tbe record of Newlands" per- 
sonally to tbe latter's opponent, but 
that be brought the most of those that 
were so used there oaa be no shadow of 
of doubt. 


The JOURNAL commits no breach of 


confidence in making tbe above dis- 
closures. It was no confidential Inter- 
view, nor was it so considered on either 
Bid*. The Senator's voice could be 
beard a block away, and tbe conversa- 
tion occurred iu the JOURNAL'S present 
editorial room, which connects witb the 
oomporitors' room, the door between 
th«m being open, so that all of tbe em- 
ployes, as well as any outsiders who 
happened to be there, ooald not help 
hawing all that was paid un both sides.

It is the only article in tbe 
room that was not destroyed or dam- 
aged by the fire on Sunday night. Tbe 
window frames, 
the 
furniture, the 


hangings and the other pictures ali 
suffered severely, but Admiral Dewey'a 
picture is still as clean and fresh as on 
the day it was hung." 


THE Appeal occasionally has a lucid 


interval. It copies approvingly tbe 
JOURNAL'S article declaring that tbe 
silver flght in 1900 must utid will be 
made under the Democratic banner, 
and adds the following :
